MARCUS 
POLLASKY'S 
PLAN 


He Proposes a Novel Scheme in 


Street Railroad Building. 


The Chicago, 111., Tribune of January 


28th gives the following outlino of Mar- 
cus I'ollarky's plait of conslructing street 
car lines that has attracted much favor- 
able comment and indicates that the 
extreme cold of tho Chicago winter line 
not benumbed his activities in railroad 
promotion: 
"Mr. PoLlaaky'B plan is described in a 


prospectus, which, ho says, he has 
shown to capitalists, bankers, and rail- 
road men in this and other money cen- 
ters, and also to otljeiala of tho city gov- 
ernment. It provides for an elevated 
road starting from ft point north of Con- 
gross street, and thence, crossing the 
river hy a bridge, to the North Side city 
limits, following a route to bo determ- 
ined Inter. The rosid is to be constructed 
with an issue of $10,000,000of 7 per cent 
bonds. The buyers are to receive an 
equal amount of stock, lhe issue of 
which is limited to $10,000,000. The 
stock ie to be deposited with a board of 
cloven trustees, known as the Chicago 
North Division Elevated Railroad Com- 
missioners. They are to hold the stock 
in trust for the city, which is to receive 
.11 earnings of the road after llxed 
charges, operating expenses, cost of 
maintenance, and the sinking fund are 
provided for. Tho city's share is to be 
passed to the credit of tho public library 
or nny other public fund 
designated. 


The sinking fund is to bo used to redeem 
the bonds. After these aro paid the 
city is to own the road. The promoters 
of the road aro to receive 10 per cent in

One of the ways in which the law is 
nlntcd is for a Chinaman entitled to a 
urtilicnte to present himself a second 
me for registration. It is not an easy 
latter to identify a Chinaman, even 
[ter 
he has been photographed, and 


ID plan is eaid to work very well. The 
ucond ecrlilicate can easily he sold fora 
ood Hiim to a Chinaman not entitled to 
ugieter. 
The boldest scheme, however, has 
icon hutched by several ingenious indi- 
iduals in Chinatown. Quite recently 
number of flaming posters were pla- 
anlcil in that part of Fresno announc- 
itg a great bargain in certificates. It 
ttnicted much attention, and linally 


;o to the notice of tho authorities,

The statement is made, however, that 
this offer is made for the benefit of thodo 
lot entitled to a curlillcalo, and that 
the fee is tliu price of perjury. 


Fifty cents seems a very small sun 


for such valuable services, and it may 
lie argued tlmt ninny white men cannot 
1)0 lound who would bo willing to per- 
jure themselves for it. 
Hut it should lw 


remembered that one while man could 
awcnr to the identity of a great number 
of applicants, and the huBine&s would 
Jins lie a vcrv profitable one. There 
are arc several "thousmid Chinese in this 
listrict, many of whom are ineligible 
for registration. 


It is said that the Ah Pat whose name 


is signed to the poster is Pat Reunion, 
the special watchman at the Chinese 
theater, anil that Sing Wo, a notorious 
highbinder, is his partner in the busi- 
ness. Sing Chong Lung, it appears, has 
nothing tr do with tbo scheme and ia a 
reputable Chinese merchant. 
Ho is 


merely suffering from his proximity to 
the photograph and witness factory. 
Kven thonj-h the authorities should he 
mistaken in believing lleardon and Sing 
\Vo to he in an illegal business, the 
poster Is an imposition on the ignorance 
of the Chinese, as it is not necessary for 
them to pay a fee for a white witness if 
they are entitled to a certificate. 


It is also asserted that Sing Wo has 


acted us sponsor for a number of Chinese 
who havo registered, and if this is the 
case it may be well for the deputy col- 
lector hero to look into the matter. 
Kumar baa it that there is u regular 
syndicate in Fresno whose object is to 
expedite illegal registration, and that 
overtures have been made to certain of- 
ficials to join in the profits of the busi- 
ness, To what extent there has been 
fraudulent registration remains for the 
deputy collector to find out.

In 
their (light Morrell caught up Evans' 
cartridge belt, leaving his own behind, 
and left his coat and vest behind. In 
clambering over the rocke to got out of 
the gulch Evans lost bis revolver. 


Chris showed where Henry's shot 


scraped bis head, und claimed it was the 
closest call he had ever hud for bis life. 
When last heard from they each had a 
rille, and Morrell a pistol, und were still 
ni light marching order ou clothing. 


The pursuing party followed their 


trail, about ten miles of it being oil 
horeebuck, up to "Wednesday afternoon, 
when a territicdownpourof rain obliter- 
ated it. Since that time a heavy snow 
fall has prevented pursuit. Tbo last in- 
dications were that they were working 
down toward the foothills to get below 
t wl'me of snow.

The Bills Presented in Accordance 


With Precedent. 


(ieorgc C. St. Louia, member of the 


lapL grand jury, has presented a bill for 
$21, which led the Hoard of Supervisors 
to call for a legal opinion from the din- 
trict nlt'jrney. 


In accordance with a precedent whicli 


it eecms liaa been followed in this 


county, the clerk made out the grand 
jurors"' btllg for the whole miinbcr of 
days which elapsed during the session 
of "the grand jury, thus including Sun* 
daye. The Uoard of Supervisors, oil a 
majority vote, deducted from these bills 
an amount which equaled the number of 
Sundays at $.t per day. 


The district attorney found the law- 


very indefinite on tliia subject, und the 
board took no ollicial action in the mat- 
ter, but a majority expressed a willing- 
ness to have the courts decide the-mat- 
ter. Should the courts bold that jurors 
are nut entitled to fees on {Sundays and 
holiday;? it will result in a largo saving 
to the county.

Saturday, while recounting the cruel 
abuses to which he was subjected while 
in the donjon keep; whereupon, with- 
out further investigation, the reporter 
hoists the vitriolous carboy and starts 
the tear pumps, in order to give Sheriff 
Scott a gratuitous jab. 


Shroder was arrested by Policeman 


George, and gave that ollieer a sample 
of lug true character by lighting him all 
the way to jail.
